Death of Dr. Wm. Thome. 


Four score years of a life beautiful 


because useful and upright, cnmo to 
a quiet close ou Wednesday after- 
noon of this week through the death 
of Dr. William Thome, a man whose 
business life practically ceased on 
his coming to Covina, but whose in- 
fluence has been felt widely in this 
country. 
He was 89 years old. 
Be- 


sides the aged widow residing here, 
he leaves one son, William B. Thome, 
a searcher of records for 
a 
title 


guarantee company of Los Angeles. 
The funeral was held Thursday after- 
noon at, 2 o'clock at the Church of 
the Holy Trinity, Kev. Alfred Flet- 
cher officiating. 
Two hymns, old 


favoritea with Dr. Thome, were sung, 
"Abide With Me," 
and "Rock of 


Ages." 
The church was crowded 


with friends and relatives, and the 
casket 
was covered with 
beautiful 


floral offerings. 


Dr. William Thome wns born in 


Tivorton, 
Devonshire, 
England, 


January 22, 1820, and came with hia 
parents in 1834 to America, locating 
in Chautauqua county, New York. He 
studied medicine at St. 
Clairvillfi 


with Hedges & Kimball one year, 
afterwards 
with 
Dr, Hill sixteen 


months, going from this teacher to 
the Buffalo Medical College in 1847. 
He practiced medicine in Chautauqua 
county for one year and a half, and 
then returned to the Buffalo univer- 
sity and graduated in 1850. 
For six 


months he was located 
in 
Sugar 


Grove, Pennsylvania, and then re- 
moved to Hastings, Minnesota, where 
he continued bis work up until his 
removal to Covina in 1898. 
He was 


a member of the American Medical 
Society, the Minnesota State Medi- 
cal Society, and was known as »p 
authority on obstetrics and diptheria. 


Dr. Thome was a life-long member 


of the Episcopal church, a devoted 
churchman and a liberal supporter 
of 
the 
work throughout his life. 


The community of Hastings, where 
he spent the greater portion of bis 
life, loved rind respected him, and 
knew him as a faithful practitioner 
in whose hauda might safely be plac- 
ed the care of their families. 
Ho 


has u record in the medical circles in 
Minnesota which is one of an envi- 
able nature. 


Since coming to Covina ho has de- 


voted himself entirely to tho super- 
vision of his orange ranch of eighteen 
acres. 
When this ranch was taken 


over by Dr. Thome it was in ex- 
tremely 
poor 
condition, and Dr. 


Thome stated himself that tho fruit 
taken from it, th« first year netted 
him only 8150. 
So intelligent and 


constant has boon the doctor's appli- 
cation to agriculture that ho recently 
sold one crop for $11,050. 
These 


figures are placed in tho story of this 
man's Ufa history to show that what- 
ever he attempted he always attended 
to to the best of his ability.

San Fernando, to New- 
hall and Lancaster and othor far- 
away places, where crime touches tho 
community.

Their neighboring vic- 
tims to save their cattle from being 
lifted sometimes compounded for safe- 
ty by an annual payment as insurance 
to the bandits. This fee not only gave 
them 
immunity, but 
entailed them 


to protect them from rival freeboot- 
ers. 
It was their "mnil." or "pro- 


tection." The "mail" coach was no 
named because it had its armed guard 
with loaded blunderbuss on the dickey. 
But the mail paid by border farmers 
was not for honest royal protection, 
but for guardianship by thieves and 
hence was "black" mail, the color of 
block being typical of what was nefa- 
rious, whether in art or in guardian- 
ship, while the guardian of this stamp 
was known as the "blackguard1" of the 
district.
